Over in Merry England the hardware 
journals are getting in a precious stew 
about collective buying, and the Hard- 
ware Trade Journal says: 


The 
Collective 
Buying. 


Ironmongers’ associations have recently imported into 
their proceedings the question of collective buying, and, in- 
deed, in a great many instances the matter has taken practical 
shape and collective purchases have been made. It is sincerely 
to be hoped that this objectionable innovation will have a life 
of very short duration, because, if anything could prove be- 
yond a doubt the absolute futility of the complete association 
movement, or that it had absolutely failed to attain its ob- 
jects, this departure in the direction of co-operation is that 
proof. The object of an ironmongers’ association is to deal 
with the principles underlying the conduct of an ironmonger’s 
business, and by means of discussions and mutual exchange 
of opinion to remove all those objectionable features such as 
price cutting and unfair competition which reduce business 
to a despicable warfare, the only result of which is to ruin 
the trader for the benefit of the public. It can never be too 
emphatically stated that an association should confine its at- 
tentions to matters of principle and policy, 

Collective buying injures everybody except the very small 
buyers. Take first the case of the manufacturer. It is ad- 
mitted that if an association buy a certain article collectively 
they have to buy it from one manufacturer to the detriment 
of all the rest. It is also probable that when once a collec- 
tive account is opened with a manufacturer that account is 
likely to continue so long as collective buying goes on, be- 
cause that account will be so considerable as to make it worth 
the while of the manufacturer holding it to stick to it at any 
price, and also because the other manufacturers, having been 
shut out from the area covered by the collective buyers, will 
have made other arrangements, probably in the nature of di- 
rect trading, which would render it impossible for a con- 
scientious association to deal with them. The one manufac- 
turer securing the order is, therefore, benefited to the detri- 
ment of all his competitors. 

It is a very nice thing to think of the big ironmonger 
in a town taking his weaker brethren under his wing, enabling 
them to secure the same benefits which he himself enjoys, and 
adding to their profits, and enabling them to build up bigger 
businesses to compete with his own. The spirit underlying 
this pretty picture is very similar in appearance to the spirit 
of the association movement; but there is a radical and im- 


portant difference, and that difference should be carefully 
studied. There can be no doubt that collective buying in- 
directly injures the big buyer. 

With regard to the small buyer, it is quite clear that he 
benefits by collective purchases; but it is extremely doubtful 
whether that benefit is either fair or legitimate. The small 
trader benefits by a system of price maintenance, and is able to 
secure a definite profit on his sales, however unadvantageously 
he may have bought. That is a state of affairs much to be 
desired, and perfect in every way, because it increases the 
profit of the small trader, and at the same time leaves to the 
big trader all the advantages which he can secure by means 
of the size of his purchases or the promptness of his pay- 
ments. So far as we know, collective buying involves prompt 
payment. We imagine this must be so because the prompt 
payer in an association will not consent to an extension of his 
credit, and we presume that the associations do not propose 
to give credit to their weaker brethren. Therefore we assume 
that collective buying means prompt payment. 

Now there are many association members who are not 
prompt payers, and they are probably among the first to 
snatch at the opportunity of collective buying. Let us follow 
what happens. The members of an association decide to buy 
a parcel of carpet sweepers collectively. The goods are 
delivered, and the secretary exacts from each member his 
proportion of the account, and promptly remits to the manu- 
facturer. The prompt payer is in no way inconvenienced, 
but the credit man, whose average credit is, say, four months, 
pays for these goods at four weeks, meaning that for som« 
goods which are not bought collectively he has to take five 
months, thereby inflicting an injury on some lenient manu- 
facturer, whose money he is using to secure the advantages 
of collective buying. This system may possibly suit the small 
buyer, but it cannot be regarded as fair, as straightforward, 
or as desirable.” 


This article bears all the earmarks of having been 
“inspired” by some apprehensive jobber who feared 
lest some scheme like this should be adopted. It 
is a curious mixture of pure tommyrot and caco- 
graphic arrogance. According to this Daniel come 
to judgment British ironmongers are to purge the 
circulation of the hardware trade of commercial 
cacozymes by homeopathic doses of “discussions and 
mutual exchange of opinion.” If the talented writer 
of this article had ever visited an American cross- 
roads general merchandise store he would have seen 
“Hy” on the cracker barrel and “Ab” leaning against 
the counter discuss and mutually exchange opinions 
on every topic under the sun from carboniferous de- 
posits to Togo’s naval manoeuvers and Roosevelt's 
Panama policy to outbreaks of negrophobia, but no 
three tailors of Tooley street nor three hundred thou- 
sand discussers and exchangers of opinion ever ele- 
vated humanity one vigintillionth of a horse power. Ac- 
tion is what a hardware association needs, and, thank 
heaven, Corey and Cormick, Bogardus and Williams, 
Miles and Stebbins, Frier and Peck, Hall and Barnes, 


Moys and Ireland are men who do. 


There is plenty of generous and thorough discussion 
at meetings of the hardware fraternity, but there is ac- 
tion also. Every year the retail hardware movement 
in this country is advancing—its a great ground gain- 
er, but had the founders of our state associations con- 
fined themselves within the narrow lines laid down 
by this arrogant English writer the hardware associa- 
tion tree had been a withered sapling ere this instead 
of a fruit bearer. 


This writer’s views on collective buying are distinct- 
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ly on the cachinnatory order. Take them home and 
read chem when you feel out of sorts. 

Observe the tender solicitude for the manufactur- 
ers who don’t get the trade of the collective buyers. 
The man who gets the association’s trade is benefited 
to the detriment of other makers. 

The big buyer conjured up from the fertile depths 
of this Briton’s imagination is a Gulliver in Liliput 
who doth bestride the hardware world like a colossus 
while his competitors walk about under his huge legs. 
If there is any “big ironmonger” in the ranks of the 
Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association “who 
takes his weaker brethren under his wing, enabling 
them to secure the same benefits which he himself en- 
joys,” and whose purchases are so large that he could 
secure the rebates the association secures without a 
membership therein, we would like to know his name. 

After these puerile arguments we come to the small 
buyer and learn that “it is quite clear that he benefits 
by collective purchases, but it is extremely doubtful 
whether that benefit is either fair or legitimate.” Sim- 
mer it down, and this writer’s argument amounts only 
to a few douches of muddy water. He first splits 
the retail trade into two classes, “big” and “little.” 
and then declares that in collective buying the “big” 
dealer is a fairy godmother, but is nurturing the thorns 
that will eventually choke out his commercial life. 
The “little” dealer, he says, is financially benefited, but 
morally he should not enter a scheme in which the 
“big” dealer is sacrificing himself for the “little” fel- 
low’s benefit. 

After reading this article in this English paper and 
seeing what the arguments are against co-operative 
buying, we believe in it more thoroughly than ever. 








RANDOM SKETCHES 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 


AN editorial in Toe AMERICAN ARTISAN of March 
5 called attention to the magnificent convention re- 
ports of that paper. It devoted 20834 pages to the re- 
ports of ten state associations of retail hardware deal- 
ers and printed 160 portraits of officers of these asso- 
ciations. These complete reports appeared a week in 
advance of the meager reports in competing papers, 
and to quote from this March 5 issue, 

“The portraits we used are not only larger and finer 
than those of our contemporaries, but we also printed more 
portraits of retail hardware dealers than all our contem- 
poraries combined, including two large group pictures. We 
also published more complete lists of convention ‘Fringe’ 
than any other paper. Even had our contemporaries the 
enterprise to secure as complete reports as we did, and had 
they been willing to meet the heavy telegraphic and other 
expenses that we assumed, they could not have equaled the 
work that we did, owing to inadequacy of mechanical facili- 
ties, there not being another trade paper in the country pos- 
sessed of the requisite facilities for handling so large an 
amount of copy in so short a time.” 

This word of self-commendation was largely un- 
necessary, as the entire trade are pretty thoroughly 
aware of the pre-eminence of this paper in this particu- 
lar field. If they even glance over THz AMERICAN 
ARTISAN its convention reports will forcibly rivet at- 
tention and demonstrate the enterprise and accuracy 
that are ever characteristic of this paper. A city built 
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on a hill cannot be hid, neither can a 32-page conven- 
tion report like that of the Iowa Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, with 34 portraits of officers and 
prominent members, which is in’ the mail only a few 
hours after the convention is over. 

Such journalistic prowess as this he that runs may 
read, but THe AMERICAN ARTISAN lays the flattering 
unction to its soul that in printing news when it is 
news and in printing it- with accuracy it can give 
cards and spades to several of its contemporaries, who 
apparently edit their papers with pitchforks, An 
amusing instance is given herewith. 

On Feb. 12, 1904, a few hours after the Feb. 13 
issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN had gone to press, 
a fire occurred in a retail hardware store, which was 
chronicled in its Feb. 20 issue as follows: 

“Powers & Williams, Streator, Ill., were victims of a fire 
on Feb, 12th last. The fire lasted three hours and a quarter, 
and the damages will probably approximate 75 per cent of 
the value of their stock, which was valued at $25,000. They 
carried an insurance of $15,000. Chas. Williams of this firm 
is president of the Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation.” 

This ended the incident as far as this paper was 
concerned. However, in the “Retail Trade Notes” 
of the Feb. 25 issue of a contemporary I find the fol- 
lowing separate items: 


“Ottawa, Ill—Powers & Williams, hardware, have suf- 
fered a severe fire loss.” 

“Rockford, Ill—Powers & Williams’ hardware establish- 
ment was burned; loss $25,000.” 


As if these inaccuracies were not enough, further 
evidence of office-boy editing is shown by this extract 
from the March fo issue of this same sheet, edited (?) 
in the World’s Fair city and issued nearly a month 
after the fire: 


“Magnolia, Il.—Powers & Williams, hardware, suffered 
a severe fire loss.” 


These items clearly indicate one of two things. 
Either gross editorial inaccuracy in locating a firm in 
three places where they did not happen to be; further 
sloppy newspaper work in allowing three identical 
items about one event to appear; and a sublime in- 
difference to the worminess of matter at the time it is 
published on the one hand—or else severely repre- 
hensible conduct on the part of Powers & Williams. 

(By the way, Chas. H. Williams purchased his part- 
ner’s interest in this business on March 1 last.) 

Everybody thinks that Chas. H. Williams, president 
of the Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, 
is honest and aboveboard in every fiber of his being, 
but if this contemporary is telling the truth, then 
the former firm of Powers & Williams must have 
owned retail hardware stores not only in Streator, but 
in Magnolia, Rockford and Ottawa as well, and their 
simultaneous destruction by fire is enough not only to 
awaken the suspicions of insurance companies, but 
also of the general public. 

This triplicate error probably occurred during the 
absence of their overworked “exchange” editor, who 
usually insures the accuracy of items by scissoring 
them from THe AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

The moral I would draw from this tale of four cities 
is that if you desire prompt and accurate information 
regarding changes in retail hardware stores the place 
to get it is in the same paper that gives the most com- 
plete and accurate convention reports. 
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* * * 


I was talking with an old time insurance man the 
other day about the prevention of fires and he sug- 
gested the following as good rules to follow in the 
matter : 

In case of a steam heated building have steampipes 
thoroughly protected where they pass through floors 
and partitions by bushing same and keeping pipes 
sufficiently distant from woodwork. 

See that all furnace pipes or stove pipes are properly 
encased. 

Remove daily from premises all waste paper, or se- 
cure same in iron or tin boxes with tightly-fitting lids. 

Permit no oily waste, or rags used in polishing 
stoves, etc., to lie closely about the premises, but iron 
receptacles should be provided for this class of ma- 
terials, as well as for all rubbish. 

Have electric wiring regularly inspected, paying par- 
ticular attention to the insulation of floors and parti- 
tions. 

Keep toilet rooms free from waste paper, old clothes 
and rubbish. 

Permit no smoking in the store. 

To prevent trouble and controversies with adjusters 
in case of fire, have your insurance representative pre- 
pare forms that are as near bullet proof as possible. 

Keep fully insured in accordance with the reduced 
rate clause of your contract. 

Have all forms concurrent, so that every company 
on the line shall stand in the same relative position 
with assured in case of loss. 

Have all privileges your business warrants, made 
by special endorsement, so that the printed conditions 
may be waived by such endorsement, should condi- 


tions warrant. 
* * *

on the other side of the Mississippi wired him that a 
jobbing house had made a mistake in filling his modest 
order for a dozen churns and had sent him a gross 
instead. One hundred and forty-four churns take up 
some room, and prior to the rectification of this error 
the Vincent hardware establishment will look chock 
full, as it were.

AN outcome of abuses of this character to Illinois 
interests has been the recent incorporation of the Chi- 
cago Shippers’ Association. Members of this asso- 
ciation point out that the rates from Chicago to La 
Crosse are the same as from St. Louis to La Crosse, 
although the St. Louis haul is nearly 300 miles longer. 

There is no question but that many traffic abuses 
have grown up in Chicago. For example, the railroads 
assume to charge $2 a day demurrage on freight cars if 
they are not unloaded within forty-eight hours, and yet 
they do not hesitate to hold goods ten or fifteen days 
at their warehouses awaiting shipment. Furthermore, 
they keep the condition of the streets about their 
freighthouses so congested that vexatious delays are 
caused which cost the shippers a large loss in revenue.

the future, 

COLORADO MEETING. 

During the year I have visited five state associations. The 
first one was the Colorado Association, where I found a small 
association as numbers go, but one that had the evidence of 
interest, strength and growth. It showed a healthy increase, 
and the members attending were interested and eager in the 
work, In August I went to Detroit; the Michigan Associa- 
tion is growing. The per cent of increas: was large and it 
bids fair to be one of the very strong associations in the na- 
tional body. We had a very enthusiastic meeting. 


OTHER STATE MEETINGS. 


In February I went to Williamsport, Pa. The meeting 
was held on Spring election day. Notwithstanding that cir- 
cumstance there was an increased attendance over previous 
years, which speaks well for the interest that is being devel- 
oped in that state. In Ohio there was not the per cent of 
gtowth as shown in other states, but it was by far the best 
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meeting I have ever seen in the Ohio Hardware Association. 
The result of such meetings must be for the building up of 
the association. In March I attended the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation, and was very agreeably surprised at the increase in 
membership in that association—over fifty per cent. There is 
no reason for the hardware men of Kentucky to feel discour- 
aged at the outlook in their state. In ell the associations 
there has been an increase in the membership that gives evi- 
dence of the life and vigor there is in the movement. 
NATIONAL OFFICERS SHOULD ATTEND MEETINGS 

That it is a good thing to have some National officer go 
to the several State associations, I am more convinced than 
ever. While it takes time and money, and self-denial on the 
part of the officer, it pays the association at large for the ef- 
fort, in this,—that it brings about a greater unification of in- 
terest, and inspires a confidence in the National Association 
that tends to build up the thought that the National Asso- 
ciation is a power on which the state associations can rely for 
help and protection—a power greater than they can hope to 
possess as separate associations. All the reform movements 
for the advance of society in any direction must have a leader. 
We are like sheep unless there is some one to direct us; 
we wander, and our efforts do not accompiish as much as we 
have a right to expect for the work done unless directed by 
some central authority.

BECOME ALL POWERFUL. 

Our state associations are but single forces whosé power 
is limited, but when bound together in a national association, 
they become a strong and all powerful force for what we hope 
to be the betterment of the retail hardware trade of’the coun- 
try. Our National association has accomplished’ much that 
could not have been wrought out save for its creation. State 
associations have their limitations, but an association cover- 
ing eighteen states wields a power little understood or real- 
ized by the thaughtless or unobservant. * * * 

LOCAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

The encouragement of local organizations is a subject we 
should carefully consider, so as to be able to recommend some 
practical methods to be followed in the several states, I cannot 
but feel that the local association is an adjunct to state and 
national association work that should be fostered rather than 
ignored. * * * 

INSURANCE. 

The. insurance company, established by the committee 
appointed by the National Association at their. meeting -in 
Chicago last year, is in very good condition and on the road 
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to a permanent success. The report of that committee will 
give you the facts as they are. It will be another help to 
establish us more firmly as an organization in the minds of 
hardware men throughout the country. There will be, how- 
ever, some difficulties very hard to overcome. In some states 
the laws, under the guise of protection to the insured, are 
very unfriendly to mutual insurance companies organized out- 
side of that state. To overcome the requirement that $100,000 
must be deposited before outside mutual insurance companies 
can solicit insurance makes a very hard proposition for us to 
solve, but I hope some solution of the problem may be 
suggested. * * * 
THE DENNY BILL. 

One of the most insidious bills before Congress, and the 
one most to be feared, is House Bill No. 7632 by Mr. Denny, 
providing for an experimental parcels post service between 
Washington and Richmond or Washington, Baltimore and 
Philadelphia, and appropriating $100,000 tu carry through the 
scheme. The friends of parcels post say that inasmuch as the 
parcels post is so successful in England and continental 
Europe, why not make a trial here? And they select a por- 
tion of this country which is very thickly populated in which 
to try the experiment. They assume that the parcels post is 
successful. 

PREEDS ULTIMATE ANARCHY. 

The fact that it hardly pays in England on an average 
forty mile distance is not dwelt on by these reformers. What 
the expense, as compared with the income is in continental 
Europe, it is not reported, so that it is pure assumption when 
the claim is made that it will save money to the public here 
to establish the system in the United States. * * * 

To me the most serious objection to these schemes of the

reformers is that there is no equity in them. To benefit a few, 
to injure a very large number, and then to require that both 
benefited and injured should be compelled to pay the bill, is 
not just or fair. Legislation that means fortunes to some and 
ruin to others cannot but breed discontent and ultimate 
anarchy. 

NECROLOGICAL. 

As we go about our work and turn to some one on whose 
judgment we can rely and find that the places that once knew 
him know him no more, we lose our bearings for a little, but 
the adjustment comes, although it leaves a scar, and the 


compensation comes, too, and there is a green spot in o1 
memories and an example to encourage us and revive ou: 
dropping enthusiasms. Mr. Bock of Michigan has gone, bi 
his memory is an inspiration. 

PRAISE FOR SECRETARY. 

I cannot close without referring to the work done by ou:

agement of the vexatious questions with which he has to 
struggle. He is the right man in the right place. 

The president was enthusiastically applauded at the close 
of the delivery of the report. 

Mr. Ladner moved that the report of the president be 
printed in the next Bulletin in full. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 

Secretary Corey then delivéred his annual report. 

He said before reading his report: I certainly appreciate 
the spirit which prevails and the kind words that have been 
spoken of me by our most honored president. I feel the honor 
of the position which I held. I have enjoyed the work and I 
hope that you have been bettered by what I have done. 

In his report Mr. Corey dwelt on the work of the asso- 
ciation during the ‘year and addressed the members on sub 
jects which, he said, were to be discussed in executive session 
only.

OUR RELATIONS TO MANUFACTURERS AND 
JOBBERS. 





IN THE FAMILY. 


“Our relations.” That sounds familiar. I wonder if they 
are our rich or poor relations; the good ones or the bad ones, 
or just our “Country Cousins”? 
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“Our Relations.” Then we must be in the same family 
and should tell no family secrets, but practice toward each 
‘ther brotherly love and forbearance, which, by the way, is 
easy in theory, but hard to practice in every day life. From 
‘he nature of present commercial conditions we may with 
safety ask the jobber to sup with us and spend the night under 
our roof, They are with us, because they cannot afford to be 
.gainst us. Our interests are mutual and will so continue.

[he jobber we must have and will have so long as merchan- 
dising lasts. Small dealers cannot always buy of manufac- 
turers, and large dealers can sometimes buy advantageously 
of the jobber. 


CLOSE FRIENDS. 


[he retailer and jobber are close and intimate friends, 
even though the jobber sometimes sells to the consumer, and 
the retailer buys a little of the manufacturer at an extra five, 
but we stand together as against our common foe, the cata- 
logue house. Why? Because the manufacturer often jumps 
over the jobber to the catalogue house, and the catalogue 
house goes direct to the consumer leaving out the retailer. 

How about our relations with the manufacturer? I am 
sorry to say they are not always pleasant. He forgets his old 
distributer, the jobber, and does not remember that it was 
the retailer who first showed and explained his goods over 
the counter, creating a demand that makes his goods sell 
nd gives him, besides, money, all to think that he no longer 
ceeds the jobber and retailer. He goes io the large depart- 
nent store and catalogue houses and sells at a price that cuts 
is off. They are exceptions and we ought to remember them 
lways. 

LIVE AND LET LIVE. 


The manufacturers’ and jobbers’ interests are almost in- 
eparable, The manufacturer makes the goods and the jobber 
an sell them. The jobber has influence with the manufac- 
irer and should exercise it in favor of the retailer. What 

a reasonable position for us to take and maintain? It is 
his,—“live and let live;” do business as Mr. Wm. W. Sup- 
lee advises —‘‘a high standard of business method covers 
le entire ground; have that and the details will take care of 
vemselves.” No rigid rules can be laid down for us to fol- 
mw, else they will be broken. A reasonabie position we must 
ike if we would maintain it. 

RECAPITULATION. 
To recapitulate: our relations with manufacturer and 
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jobber must be pleasant always. They may solicit and sell 
only those who sell in legitimate channels, but if the manu- 
facturer persists in selling to the catalogue house, pleasantly 
and cheerfully cut him out and sell the goods of a friend. 
We cannot afford to turn down our friends to benefit our 
enemies. 

A reasonable position to take is that we have business 
rights and that we are foolish and weak if we do not main- 
tain them, ever remembering the golden rule as applied to 
business by David Harum.

UNFAIRNESS OF MANY MANUFACTURERS’ LISTS, 
DISCOUNTS, TERMS AND PRACTICES, 


LONG NEGLECTED. 

This is a subject that has long been neglected, not because 
it could be more easily laid aside than others, nor because it 
is of minor importance, but more for the reason it has been 
overlooked and for want of space on our programmes. 

To my mind this subject or the evils that suggest it are 
some chief reasons for the organization of these associations. 
For not many retail hardware merchants have escaped the 
hardships and unfairness of the many arbitrary rules and reg- 
ulations of manufacturers and jobbers for the past few years, 
and while there have not been many complaints registered 
before this body, this does not signify that our members have 
concluded to “grin and bear” and say nothing or that it is not 
a matter of enough consequence to complain of, but because 
the delegates to this convention are generally conservative, 
cautious in every move, having every movement well planned,

and are satisfied to do one thing at a time and do it right. 
The question box of several state conventions for the past 
two years has revealed what was on the minds of quite a num- 
ber of merchants, and this is what suggested the subject to 
the Committee on Programme for this convention, and it is 
impossible for me in the short time I have, but to touch upon 
some of the main points. 
PRICE LISTS. 

Let us first take up the matter of listing goods or making 
of price lists. Some lists are subject to discount—so small a 
discount that the goods must be sold at an advance over list, 
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and indeed I have met some lists that were subject to a plus 
right on the start; others have lists and discounts absurdly 
high. Let us illustrate by example: Upholsterers’ tacks have 
had an unreasonably high list for many years and are subject 
to a great discount. Ejight-ounce tacks in bulk are $1.00 per 
pound and to-day are selling at 90, 50, 10 and another ten or 
more if you must have it. Glass is another item which, how- 
ever, takes the biscuit—three different lists and a threatened 
fourth, in about two years’ time, and all subject to a large 
discount. 
SMOTHERED IN FIGURES. 

I could go on enumerating cases until your heads would 
swim, and I could show you that most of the common articles 
of sale in a hardware store are smothered in figures and tied 
with many naughts, all to the great disadvantage of the re- 
tailer. The manufacturer has in most instances made the lists 
used by the jobbers, but in many instances the jobbers make 
their own lists, and where they do, I believe they are more 
reasonable as a rule. Yet I am informed that the manufac- 
turers have much assistance from jobbers in the arranging 
of lists, especially on goods that are generally found in all

hardware stores, as, for example, glass, tacks, screws, steel 


goods, etc. 
REVISION NEEDED. 

I have inquired the reasons for such unreasonable lists, 
and have been repeatedly informed that it is to make the 
retailer believe he is getting a low price by giving him’a big 
discount, and I am quite sure this is true in no small sense, 
for I have heard of the ‘sale of goods by unprincipled sales- 
men to an ignorant or innocent purchaser at much more than 
their true value by just such an argument. The high list 
offers an opportunity for the salesman to defraud the innocent 
buyer. The high list is also full of opportunities for making 
mistakes in the figuring of discounts to our customers. The 
high list is a time killer and a brain paralyzer. The high lists 
should be revised and lowered so that no article would be 
listed at more than double the jobber’s cost of same. This 
would allow for all the profit anyone should have, and which 
more than ninety per cent are getting or asking, and would 
save much time and prevent many errors by so much figuring. 

FALSE EDUCATION OF CONSUMER. 

“Margins of Profit,” the other evil in listing of prices is 
in making the list so low that there is no fair margin of profit, 
in some instances selling even at list, or where the list is sub- 
ject to no discount or plus a per cent. This does not occur 
in many things and is mostly found in specialties or mechan- 
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ical tools, just the articles that should carry a liberal margi: 
of profit to the retailer. The consumer has been educate: 
to expect a discount from every printed list and can hard! 

be convinced that the list price should be nis purchasing pric: 
and to ask him more than list is “just robbing” him. I hay 

never yet effected a satisfactory sale where the customer wa 
aware that he paid list or more than list price for an artick 
Some of the manufacturers allow the jobber 10 per cent, an 
the retailer an additional 10 per cent profit assuming tha 
such a profit is sufficient, but no retailer can sell goods at 1 
per cent and make money aside from the most staple article 

My observation is that the average cost of conducting busi 
ness by the retail hardware dealers is 15 per cent of the gros. 
sales, and yet there are but few manufacturers or jobbers wh: 
provide for a margin of profit over this figure for the retailer 
In short, the retailer is not considered by either manufacture: 
or jobber when making lists and discounts. He is not con 
sulted any more than the consumer. Notwithstanding, h: 
uses the price list and discounts three times oftener than 
either manufacturer or jobber. 


TERMS. 


The usual term on which goods are sold these days ar: 
2 per cent discount in ten days from shipment or net thirty 
days, or sixty days. Many invoices have this emphatic no 
tice, “Positively no cash discount will be allowed unless re 
mittance is made within ten days from date hereof.” This 
seems all right and often is, but in many cases the goods 
cannot be delivered within the ten days and the cash discount 
is forfeited or else the purchaser must pay for the goods in 
advance of delivery which he dislikes to do. Now, no man’s 
money is worth 24 per cent per annum for prepayment, and 
would it not be better for the retail dealer to have his bills 
come net sixty days from date of shipment or with a cash 
discount of 1 per cent thirty days and net sixty days, with th: 
proviso that should the goods be delayed in transit beyond th: 
control of the consignee—should he desire to discount even 
at a later date than thirty days from shipment, that he should 
have that privilege upon receipt of the goods. I realize that 
even thirty days might not be sufficient to deliver to all. parts 
of the United States, but it would to the very large majority 
of them, and for the few, more liberal time might be given. 


AN IMPOSITION. 


Now, the objection to this proposition is that the object 
in giving a liberal quick cash discount is to get use of the 
money, but this is not true, for the same fellows will tell you 
they would prefer you would allow your bills to run to the 
full limit of time and be net. It is simply an arbitrary ruling 
and is an imposition. I am sure we get shipments almost 
daily that have been over ten days and often fifteen to thirty 
days in transit, especially from the far East. 


, BOXING AND CARTAGE. 

This is a matter which of itself seems trifling, but is on 
of the most surprising things when closely watched. Som: 
of the jobbers and manufacturers have long since waived an) 
box and cartage charges, but some of them still apply them 
to every invoice and in some instances these charges are out 
rageous. I have seen boxing and cartage charges amount t 
from five to ten per cent of the face of the invoice, and just 
such cases caused me to rebel against paying any charges 
whatever for boxing and cartage, until now it is a rare thing 
that it is seen on any invoices coming into our office. I hav: 
known of jobbers who remarked that they made enough off 
boxing and cartage charges to defray all the expenses of that 
department, and make $10.00 to $15.00 per day over and abov: 
all expenses. For example, a second-hand box, costing 10c, is 
charged 25c to the customer, and drayage 15c to 25c, when 
they have their own drays and draymen. You can readily se: 
that where a shipper is sending out seventy-five to one hun 
dred and fifty shipments per day, he is making big profits 
on this little item which is often overlooked. My advice is 
to refuse to pay boxing and cartage and you will win out in 
most cases. 

The question was raised whether a merchant should send 
his personal check on his home bank in payment of his ac- 
count with a jobber or manufacturer. After considerable dis 
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cussion upon the subject the conclusion was reached that it 
was a matter entirely of locality and custom where the busi- 
ness was being done. Many delegates said they were not 
obliged to pay for getting drafts to cover their accounts and 
others said the manufacturers and jobbers were perfectly will- 
ing to take the local check; that it did not cost them anything 
to cash it. In a few instances delegates stated there was 
complaint about sending the local check. Most of the dele- 
gates said they found it most convenient and a saving of time 
to send their own checks in payment of bills. 

The convention then adjourned until 9 a. m. the next 
morning.

Mr. Bush—Mr. Toastmaster and gentlemen: Speaking 
for Indiana and the Indianapolis hardware fraternity, it is 
with intense delight that we honor and welcome you around 
this festive board and in this most beautiful building in this 
capitol city of our state. It also affords us great pleasure 
to have with us members of the press and members of manu- 
facturing and jobbing concerns. 

What means this gathering? From whence did it spring? 
What is it doing and what is its future? Not many years 
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ago none of us had heard of a retail hardware dealers’ asso- 
ciation. Only four years ago this national association was 
brought into being. Why this association was brought into 
being is familiar to all of us. Let me dwell for a moment 
upon a few of the things that we have accomplished and upon 
some of the things we hope to accomplish. 


Perhaps all of you are not aware that the hardware deal- 
ers’ association has the honor of being, as far as I know, the 
only organization of retailers organized for the purpose of 
giving battle to the catalogue house and to assist in defeat- 
ing the parcels post measure, and who are in favor of increas- 
ing the rural mail carriers with the proviso that they no 
longer act as hucksters for mail order houses. We believe that 
the United States is not in such a financial condition that no 
one wearing her uniform need act as I have siggested. We 
have as our firm supporters the jobbers who are back of us 
in this demand for justice. 


Mr. W. P. Lewis of New Albany, Ind., was next intro- 
duced by the toastmaster, who said that Mr. Lewis would be 
fully able to interpret to the guests the exact conditions that 
surrounded them. 


Mr. Lewis said: Mr. Toastmaster and gentlemen: Some 
years ago there lived and died a certain Jew. He left a large 
estate, together with a will. His eldest son was appointed 
executor of this estate. He had administered the property for 
a short time when he appeared upon the streets wearing a 
large luminous diamond. A friend met him, who said, “Ike, 
how come you with that diamond? Was ihat a genuine dia- 
mond?” He says, “That was,” he says. “My father he died 
and he left a will and that will was that one thousand dollars 
should be expended for a show in memory of my father.” 
This fable teaches that we are prone to interpret problems 
that are presented to us along the lines of personal interest 
I shall not suggest that these representatives of this national 
body always hit the nail on the head; that they are all as 
sharp as a hollow ground razor. I shall suggest that we are 
putting up the best bluff we know how to; but I am fully 
convinced that there is no man who is a ‘nember of this asso- 
ciation who does not feel that if the jobbers and the manu- 
facturers have discovered that there was such a man as a 
retail hardware dealer it is due to the influence of the Nationa! 
Association; that if there is such a thing as a differential in 
favor of the retailer it is because of the National Association. 
If there is in the future to be more protection and more rec- 
ognition it is because of the influence of that National Asso- 
ciation. 

I am proud to be counted worthy to be numbered among 
this company. I am prouder still to be a free born American 
citizen. : 

Mr. .Lewis referred to labor organizations and said that 
while he favored organization there was danger of their over- 
stepping their limitations. He spoke in praise of President 
Roosevelt and said that in our President there was that spirit 
which safeguarded the rights of the American people. 

Mr. John L. Griffiths of Indianapolis was next introduced. 

Mr. Griffiths said that he supposed he had been selected 
to speak because of the close relation between the lawyer and 
the hardware man. He said there was a time when the 
lawyer was regarded as one who made eloquent addresses to 
courts and juries and had no part whatever in the business 
life of the country; that he was patriotic, of course, and 
aided largely in the shaping of legislation and saving men 
from the effects of their own mistakes and blunders; but that 
all of this had been changed and that the lawyer of to-day is 
often the orftginator of great business corporations. 

He spoke of the obligation of the successful business man 
towards his fellow man and the country at large to see that 
the laws were properly administered and the rights of all 
classes were properly protected. 

F. C. Moys of Boulder, Colo., made a humorous address. 
He said he had some difficulty in finding Indianapolis, but on 
reaching Pennsylvania he was taken in charge by the Penn- 
sylvania delegation and piloted to the city. He said that while 
Colorado had been noted for its productiveness in minerals, 
that its agricultural products would soon be of more value 
than the mineral 
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Mr. W. P. Bogardus of Mt. Vernon znd A. T. Stebbins 
of Rochester, Minn., made short and humorous addresses.

WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 


At 9 a. m. the secretaries of the various associations rep- 
resented at the convention met in special session to consider 
matters relating to their particular duties. 

M. L. Corey acted as chairman and C. N. Barnes as sec- 
retary. 

Mr. Corey reviewed the work of the various secretaries 
during the year and said that much good had come from 
the meeting of the secretaries at the last annual meeting of 
the association. He said a number of states had started 
associations that had heretofore been unorganized, and that 
the association work was in a flourishing condition. 

The question of getting reliable information on subjects 
relating to the retail trade from different sections of the coun- 
try was discussed at length. It was the universal opinion 
that it would be desirable to have four members in each county 
selected with whom the secretaries of state associations could 
correspond. 

The question of the best time to solicit new members was 
taken up and discussed. It was the consensus of opinion that 
the best results could be secured in the matter of securing 
new members by personal solicitation rather than by corre- 
spondence. 

The special meeting of secretaries adjourned at 10:30 to 
meet at a future hour during the convention. 

The regular session of the association was resumed at 
It a. m. 

A. T. Stebbins, treasurer, made his aunual report, giving 
in detail the receipts and expenditures during the year. His 
report showed a balance of over five hundred dollars in the 
treasury. The report was referred to the auditing committee. 

President Bogardus said the next subject for discussion 
was, “The financial question; securing funds to meet National 
Association requirements,” led by A. T. Stebbins. 

Mr. Stebbins addressed the convention at length. He 
said that important work had been adjudicated during the 
year. owing to lack of funds to prosecute it; that more money 
could have been used to great advantage in many lines of 
work, 

The balance of the morning session was consumed in dis- 
cussing means for increasing the receipts of the association. 

A number of plans were proposed to increase the revenue 
of the association. The matter was referred to the meeting 
of secretaries which was to convene at 7 p. m. 

An invitation was read from E. C. Atkins & Co. to visit 
their works in the city. On motion the invitation was accepted 
with thanks and the association decided to set 8 o'clock the 
next morning as the time to make the visit. 

The association then took a recess until 2 p. m. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


President Bogardus announced the first thing on the pro- 
gramme would be an address by Vice-President C. H. Miller 
on “National Insurance.” 

Mr. Miller said among other things 

“This matter of co-operative insurance is strictly a busi- 
ness proposition. When I am offered hardware at 25 per cent 
or 50 per cent below what I have been paying and I am sat- 
isfied as to the quality, I buy at the lower figure, don’t you? 
The past experience of well conducted mutuals warrants the 
claim that such a saving will result and for the following 
reasons : 

“t. On account of the risks being scattered, it is scarcely 
possible and highly improbable that more than any one risk 
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is subject to the same fire. It is impossible for our company 
to suffer such a calamity as befell many companies at the great 
fires of recent years—such as Patterson, Waterbury and more 
recently, the city of Baltimore. It is only stock companies and 
mutuals conducted on an entirely different plan that suffer ia 
such conflagrations, 

“2. Class Risks—Statistics show that hardware risks are 
not so hazardous as the underwriters are wont to believe 
them, and for that reason we are suffering an unjust tax from 
stock companies. 

“3. Selected Risks—That the members of the National 
Association comprise the better and more enterprising element 
of the hardware dealers is evident and since the insurance ia 
this company is limited to association members, we at once 
confine our operations to the most desirable class of hardware 
risks, and further than that every risk is subjected to the most 
rigid inspection by the executive committee, and I regret te 
say they have found it necessary to pass unfavorably on some 
applications. 


With these three advantages, scattered risks, class insur- 
ance and selected risks, we have an advantage in fire protec- 
tion which is impossible in stock companies as conducted to- 
day, whose plan is at best a betting that bad risks will not 
burn. I might also add that it is the intention of the speaker 
to take such steps as many enable us to employ certain simple 
fire preventives as may decrease the present hazard. 

“My remarks to-day would be incomplete indeed if I did 
not direct attention to the service rendered the national com- 
pany by certain members. I beg to suggest the propriety of 
this meeting passing a resolution of thanks to be tendered 
to the seven hardware merchants in Pennsylvania who formed 
a temporary organization of the company and constituted its 
board of directors and officers, who hold office until January 
of this year. In this connection I desire to call attention to the 
signal service of one who has labored untirimgly from the first, 
whose counsel was often sought and who was always ready 
to respond. I refer to Mr. W. P. Lewis of New Albany. 

“The hardware merchants of the entire country are be- 
coming slowly and surely educated to the advantages of mu- 
tual insurance.” 

Mr. Hall of Nebraska: I move the adoption of the report’ 
of Mr. Miller and that we tender him a vote of thanks, 

The motion was seconded and carried. 

President Bogardus: The resolution of thanks will be 
referred to the committee on resolutions, _ 

The question of securing reduced rates of fare to annual 
conventions was discussed at some length. 

It was moved and carried that a permanent committee of 
three members be appointed by the chair on transportation. 

The chairman stated that he would appoint that committee 
later. 

The question of the proposed parcels. post law was dis- 
cussed at some length and steps taken to oppose its passage 
through Congress. The ‘matter was also referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. 

The convention then adjourned to meet the next morning, 
with the understanding that the state secretaries would meet 
at 7 p. m. 

THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


At 8 a. m. the majority of the delegates visited the estab- 
lishment of E. C. Atkins & Co., saw manufacturers of Indian- 
apolis. The convention was not called to order until 11 a. m. 


The auditing committee reported they had found the 
books of the treasurer correct. 


There was considerable discussion on the question of 
soliciting advertisements by state secretaries for their annual 
manuals. It was argued by. many delegates that the national 
manual should be given the preference in the matter of adver- 
tising matter. A motion was adopted that state secretaries be 
requested to confine their solicitation for advertisements in 
their annual manuals to jobbers in their own states and job- 
bers doing business in any state and to manufacturers located 
in their own states. 


The committee on resolutions made the following report 
and offered the following resolutions for adoption: 
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THANKS TO OFFICERS. 


Resolved, That it is the sense of the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association that the thanks of this asso- 
ciation be extended to our worthy president, W. P. Bogardus, 
and our efficient secretary, M. L. Corey, and to the individual 
members .of the executive committee for their arduous labors 
performed during the year now ending; and especially to our 
president and secretary for the work done at Atlantic City 
in combatting the insidious efforts of the Parcels Post League 
in their endeavor to make use of the United States mails in 
carrying out their designs, which could not but result in 
loss to the government and in disorganizing the mail service 
for the benefit of the few. 


THANKS TO INDIANAPOLIS PRESS. 


Resolved, That we extend to the public press of Indian- 
apolis a vote of thanks for the many courtesies extended dur- 
ing this convention, and especially commend the stand taken 
by the Indianapolis News in its fidelity to the interests of good 
government and in keeping the public informed and condemn- 
ing the abuses that have crept into the rural free delivery 
service, and in insisting that in the performance of their 
duties that the carriers keep strictly within the rules of the 
postal service. 

THANKS TO TRADE PRESS. 


Resolved, That we extend to the trade papers a vote of 
thanks for the many courtesies extended by thém, not only 
to us in national convention assembled, but also to the several 
state associations, and that we recognize particularly the valu- 
able assistance rendered by THe AMERICAN ARTISAN and 
other papers in furthering the interests of national and state 
hardware work. 


THANKS TO FRIENDLY JOBBERS AND MANUFACTURERS. 


Resolved, That a vote of thanks be extended to those 
nianufacturers and jobbers whe are earnestly striving to have 
their several products and stocks of merchandise marketed 
through legitimate trade channels, viz., the retail hardware 
dealer. 


THANKS TO LOCAL ENTERTAINERS. 


Resolved, That a rising vote of thanks be extended to 
the patrons, and the committee of the Indiana Association

interest of the few at the expense of the many.

Resolved, That the article in Associated Press reports cov 
ering the action of Congressman Crumpacker of Indiana be 
referred to Secretary Corey with power to act. 


BINDER FOR BULLETIN. 

Resolved, That in order to maintain the National Hard 
ware Bulletin, we recommend that the national secretary pro 
vide a suitable binder which will be furnished at a nominal 
cost to each subscriber, thereby enabling the president, secre- 
tary and the executive committee to maintain a more rigid 
consorship of state and national committee work. 


PROTEST AGAINST ACTION OF BOLT MANUFACTURERS. 

Whereas, As it has been called to the attention of this 
meeting that the manufacturers of screws, bolts, tacks, set 
and cap screws, nuts, washers, rivets and kindred lines, are 
selling their products to the consumer at as low prices as can 
be obtained by the legitimate hardware dealer; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association, in con 
vention assembled, that this practice works a very great in- 
justice to the members of this association, and we would sug- 
gest that this question be referred to the officers and execu- 
tive committee as a proper subject for conference with the 
manufacturers and jobbers. 

On motion the resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

The conyention then took a recess until 2 p. m. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The president announced that the first order of business 
for the afternoon would be the selection of the next place of 
meeting. 

Mr. Moys of Colorado placed in nomination the city of 
Denver. Mr. Digbee of Pittsburg placed in nomination the 
city of Pittsburg. An invitation was read by the secretary 
from the Detroit Board of Commerce inviting the association 
to meet there. Mr. Peck placed in nomination the city of 
Milwaukee. Minneapolis was placed in nomination by several 
of the Minnesota delegates. A vote was taken and Minne 
apolis was selected as the next meeting place, Minneapolis re 
ceiving 36 votes, Detroit 8, Denver 6, Pittsburg 1 and Mil 
waukee 4. 

The legislative committee made the following report : 

Whereas. It has come to our attention that there was in 
troduced in the Senate of the United States by Senator Elkins 
a bill known as Senate File 4,319, which bill seeks to inspect 
and control the shipping of ammunition, giant powder and 
other explosives, and 

Whereas, We know of no accident having occurred by 
reason of the shipping of the ammunition therein referred to, 
especially metallic cartridges, loaded shells and percussion 
caps; therefore, be it 
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Resolved, That we, the members of the National Retail 

Hardware Association, in convention assembled, do protest 
against the enactment of this portion of the bill, believing 
that it would unnecessarily increase the cost to the consumer. 

We further recommend that copies of this resolution be 
forwarded by the secretaries Of the state associations to the 
respective senators and representatives in Congress. 

We, your committee on legislation, would respectfully 
suggest that there be added to the officers a second vice- 
president. 

The report of the committee was accepted and the resolu- 
tions adopted. 

The committee on resolutions offered the following addi- 
tional resolutions for adoption: 

To the Officers and Members of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association: Your committee appointed to draft 
appropriate resolutions of condolence upon the death of our 
late fellow member, Chas. F. Bock of Battle Creek, Michigan, 
submit the following in memoriam: Death is the path that 
must be trod if man would ever pass to God. Our well-loved 
associate has passed into the dark and silent land before us, 
but the memory of his virtues abides with us and reflects its 
luster beyond the portals of the tomb. Mr. Charles F. Bock 
was one beloved by all who knew him—a public-spirited man, 
a kind husband and a loving father and a good citizen. He 
held positions of honor and trust in his native city and served 
this association with full fidelity. 

Resolved that we deplore his loss and extend our deepest 
sympathy to his bereaved loved ones, and that a copy of these 
resolutions be suitably engrossed and presented:to the family 
of the deceased. 

Respectfully submitted by the committee on resolutions. 

The report of the committee was adopted and the reso- 
lutions adopted by a rising vote. 5 

President Bogardus called for the report of the committee 
on nominations. 

The committee on nominations recommended the follow- 
ing members as officers for the ensuing year : 

President—W. P. Bogardus, Mt. Vernon, O. 

First Vice-President—W. H. Tomlinson, Le Sueur, Minn. 

Second Vice-President—F. C. Moys, Boulder, Colo. 

Executive Committee—T. Frank Ireland, Belding, Mich. ; 
James N. Kline, Williamsport, Pa.; Frank F. Porter, Chicago, 
Ill.; S. E. Jones, Richmond, Ind.; A. H. Abbe, New Britain, 
Conn. 

The report of the committee was adopted and the secre- 
tary was instructed to cast the vote of the association for 
the nominees. The secretary did so and they were declared 
duly elected. 

Short addresses were made by the newly elected officers, 
in which they thanked the association for the honor conferred 
upon them. 

Before the convention adjourned finally Secretary Corey 
addressed the delegates as follows: 

Before we leave to go to our several states I desire to 
say to the delegates present that they can do a whole lot to 
make the work of the national association a success during 
the coming year if you will each one act as a sentinel and 
whenever anything comes before your notice that you think 
affects your interests or ours you will advise your secre- 
taries. Simply bear in mind that that will do a whole lot of 
good. It is an impossibility for any secretary, I don’t care who 
he is, to keep in touch with the movings of the business world 
to-day individually. You who are delegates and go out to your 
several places of business should be the sentinels for this year 
and your work as delegates should not be completed until 
the year 1905. Don’t take the duty off your shoulders. Gentle- 
men, you can increase the success of the National Association 
immeasurably if you each one do what he can. 

I hope you will write to our secretary frequently the com- 
ing year and give him all the help and assistance you possibly 
can. (Applause.) 

Several delegates expressed themselves as highly pleased 
with their visit to Indianapolis and with the successful meeting 
of the National Association. 

The association then adjourend sine die.

SINGLE OR DOUBLE FURNACE PIPE. 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

March 8th I noticed in Tut AMERICAN ARTISAN an 
article headed, “Single or Double Furnace Pipe.” 

“R. B.” is satisfied that single pipe covered with 
asbestos paper and iron lath, and studdings lined with 
tin, with an air space left between the tin and the 
single pipe is safe. 

It is safe if thus constructed around every inch 
of pipe. The asbestos paper could be left off, as as- 
bestos paper does not in the least add to the safety of 
the pipe. Asbestos paper does not burn, but the heat 
will penetrate the asbestos paper as quickly as it will 
through newspaper or through a sheet of tin or iron. 
Asbestos paper is in order as a drop curtain, as it pre- 
vents the flame from spreading among the audience 
and thus avert a panic. The great danger, however, 
is not between studdings, but where a pipe comes in 
contact with a girder in basement or where a pipe 
makes a turn on second floor and comes in contact 
with a joist or the baseboard where iron lath cannot 
very wel! be used and never are used. This is espe- 
cially true where the baseboard or special wall regis- 
ters are used. These baseboard register boxes, as a 
rule, are placed close against the baseboard, and if 
such a box is made of single metal, whether covered 
with asbestos paper or not, will first char the wood- 
work and whenever a great deal of warm air is re- 
quired (days of which we have had plenty during 
the past winter) a fire is the result, and if such a fire 
occurs during the night it most invariably means the 
loss of life. Just such a case we had in our city Dec. 
18th last, where a little boy, four years of age, was 
the victim, and but for the boy the entire family would 
have been the victims of a single pipe system. 

As a matter of fact, one could scarcely pick up a 
paper during the last four months but what you were 
confronted with “Mr. Smith or Mr. Brown and fam- 
ily lost their lives in a fire caused from an overheated 
furnace.” The furnace was not overheated, but the 
pipe was a single pipe. If the pipes had been double, 
with a circulation of air between inner and outer 
jacket, with sufficient braces to keep jackets apart, 
these lives would not have been sacrificed. The great 
trouble with furnace men is that they bid too low, and 
if no law prohibits them, they put in the cheapest pipe 
that can be produced and cover it with asbestos paper, 
and asbestos paper serves very well to cover up a mul- 
titude of sins. 

No single wall pipe, for heating purposes, were 
used in any part of the United States twenty years 
ago that I know of. Competition and speculative build- 
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ing have brought about the use of single wall pipe, 
where law does not prevent its use. A great deal of 
single wall pipe has been used in this city during the 
last four years, owing to non-inforcement of building 
laws, and the death of the innocent boy is directly 
chargeable to the men in office in this city. 

We haye a furnace man here, who has been in busi- 
ness thirty years. No amount of money could _in- 
duce him to put single wall pipes into a house. He 
has a large and profitable furnace business. All the 
younger men have tried to get the business away from 
him, by underbidding, but up to the present time they 
have not succeeded. They catch the speculative build- 
er, but the man who builds a house to live in himself 
goes to the old firm, because he knows he can rest 
easy at night. A few years ago an entire family, con- 
sisting of seven, in the city of Baltimore, lost their 
lives through the use of single wall pipe.

BOTH ARE RIGHT TO A CERTAIN EXTENT. 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In your March 12th issue, we note the arguments 
advanced by “R. B.” in favor of single wall pipe; also 
the views of his associate, and believe that they are 
both right to a certain extent. We believe that “R. 
B.’s” argument in favor of single wall pipe only goes 
to show why single pipe should not be tised at all. 
First, single pipe wrapped with asbestos paper, placed 
between studdings, lined with tin and covered with 
metalic lath, would cost the boss about 25 cents per 
foot, while double safety pipe would cost about one- 
third less, and is absolutely fire proof. We note that 
“R. B.” claims a larger single pipe can be used but 
we believe that if a large single pipe is placed between 
the studdings there will be no air space left. We also 
believe the majority of single stacks are not properly 
put in, but will agree with “R. B.” that if single stacks 
are used, as mentioned in his letter, a good job would 
be the result; but what is the use of going to all this 
expense and labor when strictly first-class double pipe 
costs so much less?

FOSTER SIDE WALL REGISTER. 





C. H. Foster, St. Louis, Mo., the register expert, has 
brought out a new side wall register shown in the ac- 
companying cuts. 

This register is styled the Foster Special No. 55, 
and a front view is shown in Fig. 1.

PITCHED WASH BOILER COVER. 








Herewith is pattern for a wash boiler cover, pitched. 
First draw an elevation, both longitudinal and cross 
sections, as shown in I and 2, also plan Fig. 3. Next 
take cord of lid, as shown in Fig. 2, which is 10%” ; 
add to this elevation 3%”, which equals 14”; the 
width or blank must be so as to form up to 10%” 
in width and 3%” in height. We now draw a line 
from a to b, 14” in length; bisect this and draw line 
c d at right angles to a b, and equal to half length of 
boiler, which in this case is 11 inches. Add to this the

SOLDERING ALUMINUM. 
From Ray R. Beed, Hampton, Ind. 
Would like receipt for soldering aluminum ware? 
Ans. French manufacturers use five kinds of solder 
for soldering aluminum. Their composition is as fol- 
lows: 
Zinc, 80 parts; copper, 8 parts; aluminum, 12 parts. 
Zinc, 85 parts; copper, 6 parts; aluminum, 19 parts. 
Zinc, 88 parts; copper, 5 parts; aluminum, 7 parts. 
Zinc, 90 parts; copper, 4 parts; aluminum, 6 parts. 
Zinc, 94 parts; copper, 2 parts; aluminum, 4 parts. 
The solders are made by first preparing an aluminum 
copper alloy and mixing this with the required quan- 
tity of zinc. The copper is first melted and the alum- 
mum, divided into three or four portions, is gradually 
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introduced into the melted copper, a perfect mixture 
being effected by stirring. When the last portion of 
aluminum has been added throw in the zinc, and at the 
same time some fat or resin, then stir quickly and brisk- 
ly, immediately remove the crucible from the fire and 
pour the alloy into iron moulds previously rubbed with 
coal tar oil or benzine. 

For soldering aluminum with the blow pipe the fol- 
lowing composition is recommended: Silver, 10 parts; 
copper, 10; aluminum, 20; tin, 60; zinc, 30. 

For soldering with the common soldering iron use: 
Tin, 95 parts ; bismuth, 5 ; or tin, 97 parts, and bismuth, 
3. The flux to be used in all cases is either paraffine, 
stearin or vaseline. The articles must be well cleaned 
before soldering and heated just enough to make the 
solder adhere.

PIG IRON. 

The general improved condition noted last week has 
continued, and the market may be described as a 
strong one. There have been no very large orders 
contracted during the past week, but the general ag- 
gregate has been very promising. Orders of from 250 
to 500 tons each have prevailed, and these have gen- 
erally been closed at the manufacturers’ price. 

Prices were advanced during the week to a large 
extent. Local No. 2 is strong at $14. Southern irons 
are selling on a basis of $10 Birmingham, and there 
is no difficulty in getting this price. The general im- 
provement in business has caused an era of good feel- 
ing. The announcement of a further advance in prices 
was consequently not taken so hard as one might have 
expected. 

A reduction in the freight rate between river points 
and Chicagd of 35c a ton went into effect last Saturday 
and will continue until April 1. Beginning with that 
date, however, and continuing until further notice, the 
old rate of $3.85 will again be held. A change of 
this kind for so brief a period is not taken kindly, espe- 
cially on a rising market. Because of the short inter- 
val between the publication of this week’s issue and 
April 1 we have thought it wise to adhere to the old 
rate of $3.85 per ton. 

The buying for delivery during the later spring 
months has been heavy and signs point to well-sus- 
tained prices. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 

Steel bars have held well under the advanced prices, 
the large specifications on old contracts being a par- 
ticularly encouraging feature. New business, however, 
in both products have deteriorated a little. Railroads 
are buying more freely than ever before this year, and 
their orders have been generally of large proportions. 
Hoops are firmer on the basis of 1.56%c Chicago, 
when specifications accompany orders. We quote mill 
shipments, carload lots, Chicago delivery: Bar iron, 
1.45c to 1.50c, half extras; soft steel bars, 1.51 Yc, 
half extras, with 5c to 10c per 100 pounds extra for 
less than carload lots with the regular extras for less 
than a ton of a size; angles, less than 3x3, 1.56'%4c 
base, half extras; hoops, 1.56'%c, full extras. On lots 
from store, we quote iron and steel bars, 1.75c base; 
hoops, 2.10¢ rates. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 

Prices on toe calk, sleigh shoe, and smooth finished 
machinery steel have been advanced $1 a ton. The 
demand has been rather promising. We have revised 
our prices, and quote carload lots, mill shipments, Chi- 
cago delivery, as follows: Spring steel, 2c; sleigh 
shoe, flat sizes, 1.5614c; concave and convex, 1.76%4c; 
cutter shoe, 2.25¢c; smooth finished machinery steel, 
1.76%4c base; smooth finished tire, 1.71'4c; plow steel, 
2.30c and upwards, according to quality; toe calk, 
2.06¥%2c base.

. STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


A contract calling for about 4,000 tons of structural 
shapes was let last week, and is supposed to be the 
beginning of a long string of contracts which the ar- 
rival of warm weather will bring forth. Railroads 
are trying pretty hard to clear the local atmosphere, 
and sent in orders and specifications for about 3,200 
tons for car building purposes. Mill prices are un- 
changed, and we quote carload lots, mill shipments, 
Chicago ‘delivery, as follows: Beams and channels, 
16 inches and under, 1.76%4c; 18 inches and over, 
1,86%2c; universal plates, 1.76%4c; angles, 3x3 and 
larger, 1.81)4c zees, 1.76%c.
